JAPAN, 
YOKOHAMA, 

From this port we have no later dates, and are again without 
our usual files of papers, The approach of the Japanese New 
Year holidays had interrupted business, and there was no poli- 
tical news of importance. 

The late’ destructive fire at Yedo appears to have been attri- 
butable to woman's jealousy. Report says that a Niphon 
fair one, having been forsaken by her lover for a more advan- 
tageous match, deliberately set fire to the bridegroom’s house 
on the wedding night. As she then proceeded to fire the house 
of the fiancé's father in another street, her sutceasful rival, on 
rushing from her flaming bridal couch, found nothing but ashes 
when she reached her former house. Such is the on dit in the 
capital. The disastrous nature of the fire, which destroyed 
nearly a whole suburb, was by no means overstated. One hun- 
dred and fifty lives were lost, a very large number of persons 
have been thrown out of employment, and much distress has 
been its immediate result ; the price of provisions and clothing 
has risen, and agitators of the anti-foreign party, never inactive, 
have taken the opportunity of so inflaming the popular mind 
that it is said to be unsafe for Europeans to be seen in the 
streets of Yedo. A curious proof of the value of the mud fire- 
proof godowns which the Japanese build so well, is found in 
the fact that the blackened ruins of the burnt town, extending 
over a space more than twice the size of Yokohama, are studded 
with the little white fireproof safes, which apparently were 
inside each house of any importance, hardly even blackened by 
the flames; probably the outside surfaces being brought to a 
white heat, threw off the smoke and soot, 

With respect to the recent case of Glackmeyer versus 
McKechnie, the English Consul’s decision having been appealed 
against to Sir Edmund Homby, the Chief Judge reverses it ; 
technically, he is compelled to take this course—because 
Glackmeyer had been arrested without a warrant—but, at the 
same time, agreeing with the English Consul here, that just 
cause existed for McKechnie’s suspicions, he only gives forty 
shillings damages, and recommends McKechnie to prosecute the 
plaintiff in the American Consular Court, where, as he says 
with a grim satire hardly to be appreciated at home, he “is 
bound to presume” justice will be done. We are anxious 
(says the Japan Times) to see whether Mr. McKechnie will

We hear of a scheme to create her8 @ company like the 
Trinity Board, to be called, in fact, the Eastern Trinity Board, 
which shall take charge of the dangerous coasts of China and 
Japan, and supply at various points|what ate so urgently heeded 
—beacons and lighthouses. It will bé necessary (says the 
Japan Times) for the whole of the Treaty Powers to give their 
consent to 4 tariff of light-dues to be levied on ships of all 
nations having treaties with China atid Japan, payable at the 
port of entry, of courde. We do not think any very gteat 
difficulty is likely to be throwit in the way of the promoter 
of the acheme, or that the Chinese‘and Japancse Governments 
will refuse to assist in its successful development. The idea 
owes its origin to Mr. Patrick Dall, an engineer of considerable 
talent and experience, now resident in Yokohama, In our 
opinion the scheme is practicable, and, like every undertaking 
which promises to supply a general want that is actually felt, 
would most |certainly pay very good interest on whatever 
capital may be invested in it. We hear that both Admiral 
King and Sir Harry Parkes have expressed themselves as 
highly favouring the scheme, and it has been sent in for the 
consideration of the Chamber of Commerce. We hope soon 
to see Mr. Dall’s idea bearing useful fruit. 

The verata gastio of the Itzeboo exchange is on the point of 
receiving its solution. The establishment of a new Japanese 
mint to receive all bullion brought into the country and return 
its value in a new coin will place the Mexican dollar in its pro- 
per position of an article of merchandise, instead of a coin of 
account, Thus the difference between the “ official” dollar, 
worth 3 Itziboos, and the merchant’s dollar, worth from 2t to 
2}, will disappear. But, as a sudden change would greatly 
disturb trade at the present moment, a decent interval will be 
allowed to elapse before the present coin is called in; and we 
understand that the opening of the new mint will coincide 
with the opening of the new port of Osaka. 





CHINA, 
PEEING. 

Native reports from Peking announce that much apprehen- 
sion prevails in the capital in consequence of rumours of the 
approach of the Nienfei. The latter are now said to be on the 
high road to Peking, no important river intervening between 
their present position and that city. Mforeover, three thousand 
Tartars, who were formerly under San-ko-lin-sin’s command, 
were reported to have joined the ranks of the insurgents, who, 
if this be true, have thus gained an additional element of 
success, 

On the other hand, reliable advices from other quarters 
inform us that no danger appears to threaten Peking, and that 
the Cabinet is quietly scttling down into a grateful sense of 
security. 

CHEFOO. 

Acorrespondent at Chefoo informs us that on the 7th Feb- 
ruary that quiet settlement was startled by the alarm of fire. 
About 3 p.m. large volumes of smoke were scen issuing from 
the roof of a building in the occupation of the Customs officers, 
and soon after flames appeared, barely allowing time for the 
escape of the tide-surveyor and one of the officers who happened 
to be in his room. Prompt assistance was given by various 
members of the foreign community, and the fire was by thoir 
exertions confined to the range of buildings in which it origi- 
nated, the whole of which, howover, with their contents, wero 
entirely destroyed. The want of a fire engive was much felt, 
the only one in the settlement sufficiently large to be of service 
being private property, and a request for the loan of it was, we 
understand, refused. It is therefore to be hoped that, in con- 
sequence of this disaster, some measures will be taken by the 
residents to obtain an engine, for which many of the Chinese 
merchants would doubtless be willing to contribute largely. 

HANKOW. 

The news relative to both Nieufei and Braves is extremely 
meagre, but fires are occasionally seen in different dircctions at 
a distance of ten or twelve miles, The number of rebcls in 
the immediate neighbourhood of Hankow is estimated at from 
three to four thousand, while tho Imperialist garrisons make 
up a muster of from twenty to twenty-two thousand. No de- 
pendence can, however, be placed on the loyalty of the soldiers, 
and the mandarins are in consequence almost powerless, The 
settlement at Hankow is crowded by refugees in every stago of 
destitution and misery, but the charitable have started a soup 
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kitchen, which is well supported, and has already afforded 
a very considerable amount of relief. 
SHANGHAI. 

From this port we have no later dates—the French mail 
delivered on the 5th instant having left on thé same day asthe 
present P. and O, mail, viz., 23rd February, Somé service is 
being done by the Chinese gunboats, unde? the command of 
Europeans, against the pirates which infest tho coast. The 
Pluto, Chinese gunboat, had just returned from a most suc- 
cessful cruise. Ou the 9th Feb. she fell in with a large piratical 
junk off Chinsa, which subsequently ptoved to have nineteen 
men on board, and to bo armed with two 6-pounders, 
one 9-pounder, four ‘gingalls, and about thirty muskets, 
After somo severe fighting the junk was captured 
and seven of the pirates were taken prisoners, the remainder 
escaping to the shore, On the 10th February the Pluto cap- 
tured three junks, all heavily armed, and destroyed one off 
Ken-Shan. Twomen were captured ; one of them, being wounded, 
died, and the other was brought to Shanghai. The tomaining 
men in the junks escaped to the shore, but were pursued, and 
though they were not caught, the Pluto's people succeeded in 
finding out the house of the pirate chief, which they pulled 
down. 

It is said that the Taoutai is desirous of closing all the native 
theatres in the Forcign Settlements, and that while H.B.M_s 
Consul, to whom application has been made upon the subject, 
is willing to further that course of action, the Municipal 
Council have expressed their unwillingness to carry out the 
order by means of the Forcign Police. Thus it would appear 
a dispute of a rather serious complexion is likely to arise; as 
it is not improbable that the Chinese will send their own police 
with a view to effecting the object, a plan which may bring 
them into collision with the municipal authorities, 

Shanghai has unfortunately the reputation of being the most 
expensive port in the world to which a ship can be sent. The 
North China Herald remarks that the chicf cause of this has 
been the difficulty and delay expcriencod in discharging cargo, 
and the expense attending that operation. It would be easy 
to adduce numerous instances of vesscls of some eight or nine 
hundred tons which have taken between two and three months 
to discharge, the men and officers being meanwhile kept on 
fall pay, and all the expenses of the ship running. On the 
other hand we find that a ship placed alongside a wharf can 
discharge a cargo of a thousand tons or even more in & day, 
and be ready if she arrives at this time of year, to accept @ 
rice charter, which exactly fills up her time before the com- 
mencemeut of the tea season. Of this we have lately 
had an example in the Serica, which went slongside 
the Shanghai wharf on the 5th of February, and in twenty- 
four working hours was turned inside out. In that time, her 
cargo, consisting of bales and boxes of Manchester goods and 
rod iron, was discharged, sorted and made ready for deli- 
very tothe consignees. Thus the consignces have obtained 
their goods without delay, while the owners will make @ profit 
out of the charter to Saigon, upon which the Serica left on the 
10th February. There is little necessity to point out the 
manifold advantages of this system. Peculation by cargo 
boatmen and others is rendered impossible, for the bales and 
packages consigned to houses here may be counted and 
examined in the godown before delivery, and the labour of 
godown keepers is materially lightened, 

We learn that a pilot cutter which was left at the East Sad- 
dles to await the return of her owner, Mr. Orr, who was 
placed on board an inward bound vesscl, has been walked off 
by the Chinese crew, there being no European left in charge of 
her. It is supposed that she has been taken to Ningpo or 
Chusap for sale. The boat is valued at about twelve hunddred 
taels, Endeavours are being made through the Chinese author- 
ities to trace the thieves and recover the stolen property. The 
pilot schooner Cruiser was run into by the barque Sarah Scott 
on the 7th February, cutting her down to the copper on her 
starboard bow ; she was tuwed to Shanghai in a sinking state 
by thetug Z'itan, The steamer Nunzing, having had her engines 
overhauled lately, went on a trial trip to the Beacon on the 17th 
February. _ Everything worked entirely to the satisfaction of 
all on board, a speed of 12 kuots being attained, without the 
slightest difficulty. 

‘The Chinese New Year holidays, which had nearly filled up 
the interval since the last mail, had rendered trade dull, and 
prevented any important movements of a political character 
amongst the natives. The Nienfei were reported to have shut 
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themselves up for the festive season, and nothing occurred to 
mar the general felicity. In Shanghai the holidays passed by 
with remarkably little excitement, and the police sheets, con- 
trary to the expectations of all, were actually lighter than at 
any previous period during [the winter. The merchants and 
shopkeepers had commenced returning to their places of busi- 
ness, and in a few days the ordinary routine of trade would be 
restored. ~ 

Another matter of importance with reference to the French 

Settlement has been brought before the notice of the public, 
namely, the question of establishing a wharf for the Messageries 
Imperiales Company. At a mecting of Land Renters in the 
French Settlement convened to take into consideration the 
question of establishing a wharf for the Messageries Imperiales 
Company, fifty-five votes were represented, and it was decided 
by 40 votes to 15 that the rules passed at the general meeting 
in April, 1864, should be revised, and a committee, consisting 
of Messrs. Hogg, Dixwell, Viault, Bernard and Wignall, were 
appointed to report upon the modifications which it would be 
desirable to introduce, and to lay the proposed draft of re- 
vision before a mecting to be called on the 10thof March. The 
report of the committces is to be distributed to the Land 
Renters eight days previous to the mecting. 
# The usual monthly meeting of the Municipal Council took 
place on the 10th inst. The Finanec, Rate, and Appeal Com- 
mittco report that the taxes have been paid promptly, and that 
with economy there will be sufficient funds to meet the require- 
ments of the Municipality. Her Majesty's Minister has given 
instructions that the taxes upon the Consular buildings be paid. 
‘As the town due cannot now bo passed until the new land 
regulations have been sanctioned, the Finance Committee 
recommend that some similar tax be, if possible, passed under 
the present regulations, and will include some such impost in 
the budget, which is to bo laid beforo the meeting of 
land renters in March next. The vumbering of forcign 
hongs has been completed. The leaso of the present 
municipal premises, &c., expiring shortly, the Finance 
Committee have been in communication with Mr, 
Thorne respecting the picce of land adjoining the police station. 
It is suggested that the Mixed Court should mako some provi- 
sion for the expenses entailed by the prisoners sentenced to 
hard labour in the Munie'pal Chain Gang. Mr. Fitzroy, the 
Commissioner of Customs, has been communicated with and 
requested to pay a similar tax upon the Custom House as that 
upon other Chinese buildings. He has, however, protested 
against the imposition. He has also been addressed with 
reference to the establishment of a river police. The report of 
the Watch Comuittee shows that the police force at present 
consists of 102 men, namely 64 Europeans and 39° Chinese, all 
in an efficient state. ‘here has been a slight increase of crime 
during the past month,.as is naturally to be expected with the 
approach of the China New Year. The number of apprehen- 
sions in January have been, Foreigners 37, against same month 
last year 1133; Chinese 293, against last year in the same 
month 233, 

H.B.M.’s Consul has requested that a description of all un- 
employed foreigners might be sent to him weekly for transmis- 
sion to the Taotai, that in case such were found in the 
surrounding country they might be appehended. The committee 
pointed out to H.B.M’s Consul the danger that might arise 
from this being done, as the Chinese authorities might mistake 
descriptions, of usingthe descriptions as a lever against foreigners, 
apprehend respectable people, H.B.M.’s Consul still however 
requesting the information, they disclaimed any responsibility 
in the matter but instructed the Superintendent of Police to 
make the required return of British subjects only. 

The Works Committee reported that the engagement of Mr. 
Clark as Municipal Engineer expires on the 4th of June next, 
and at his request they have allowed it to terminate on the 
28th of February. Au engagement of three years has been made 
with Mr. i. H. Oliver to act in the place of Mr. Clark subject to 
the approval of the Council. ‘The engineer is preparing a report 
on the public works undertaken during the past Municpal year, 


HONG KONG, 

The present mail brings intelligence from Hong Kong to the 
Ast March. No later news had been received from Europe 
since the departure of the French mail on the 26th February, 
and during that short period nothing of importance had 
transpired, 





The China Mail has commenced the issue of a weckly 
return of piracies, the first instalment of which is as follows :— 





Reruny or Piracres From 9TH To 1érH Fearvany, 1966.—Feb. 
11, Chin Chin, Hamburg schooner, attacked in Ly-ee-moon 5 
three men wounded, one man missing, cargo untouched; Feb. 11, Jo- 
hanna, Sarah Maria, and Resolution, attacked off S. E. Lema Islands, 
reported by a pilot as seen engaged with pirates’; (result unknown. 

The Daily Press gives the following interesting particulars 
of the late cruise of the gunboat Opossum in search of pirates. 
The cruise seems to have been very successful. 

Lieut. St. John has in one week captured sixteen junks, forty 
prisoners, fifty-three guns, has burnt a pirate village, and libe- 
rated twenty-seven captives,—a week’s work tobe proud of, 
indeed. On Saturday, the 10th, Lieut, St, John applied for 
leave, and received permission from the Admiral to go out for 
acruise, He did not at that time know of any projected 
operations on the part of the pirates, and intended simply to 
look around and see what was ‘going on. His fires were no 
sooner up, however, than some of the native merchants sent 
off to inform him that a number of pirate junks were lying 
at a place called Pak-shui, on} the west coast, a little beyond 
Macao, In that direction, therefore, he steered, and yesterday 
week flushed the birds ho was in search of. At the head of a 
small creck stood the village, guarded by a battery of three guns, 
—one of them a 55-cwt. gun, throwing a 24 Ib. shot,—and 
anchored off it lay the piratical junks, fifteen in number. 
They were all armed, some of them heavily. In all they carried 
forty-three guns, most of them 18-pounders. They were 
nianned by 200 men, and it must be acknowledged were nota 
bad match for one boat with only three guns on board, manned 
by about seventeen or eighteen Europeans, even though these 
were British seamen. Lieut. St. John came in so that as he 
ran down on the junks they {were {end onto him, and their 
guns being all in the broadside, consequently uscless. As soon 
as he came within range, he opened a flank fire on the battery, 
and in a very short time its defenders cleared out. This was 
the signal for the men in the junks to do thesame. The whole 
two hundred scrambled on shore, and made off into the interior, 
leaving the vessels a prey to the gunboat. Lieut. St. John 
landed with a small party of men from the gunboat, and while 
he was on shore, a8 we understand, the explosion took place on 
board one of the junks by which the warrant officer of the 
Opossum was wounded. He was engaged setting fire to the 
vessel when a jar of powder standing on the deck took fire, 
There was no explosion in the ordinary sense of the word— 
that is, no material were thrown about, and the gunner was 
burnt by the flame of the powder, and by a succession of smaller 
explosions which followed, A boy who was with him jumped 
overboard and escaped with but few injuries, but the gunner could 
not swim and had to run on in the junk, A marine was wounded 
in another explosion while setting fire toa junk which had 
been hauled up on shore. After the work had been performed, 
when the pirates were all out of the way and the Opossum was 
busily engoged destroying their craft, a fleet of forty Mandarin 
junks came round the point. It seemed that the Imperial men- 
of-war had been twice beaten off by the pirates of Paksui, and 
were coming down this time in force. The one English 
gunboat, however, had accomplished the task out of hand, and 
there was nothing left for the Chinese but to profit by the 
victory. They landed 1,600 men, and burat the village, and 
Lieutenant St. John handed over to them the greater number of 
the captured junks and guns after having destroyed therest. He 
then went to Macao, and sent back his wounded men to Hong 
Kong. During the whole of Monday he remained at Macao, 
but ‘Tuesday morning saw him down the west coast again. On 
Wednesday, off a place called Imum, he fell in with a large 
heavily-armed junk, about thirty fect longer than the Opossum, 
carrying eight guns (one 50 cwt., one 30 cwt., and the others 
12-pounders), big enough to have hoisted Her Majesty's small 
ship Opossum on board altogether, if she had had the proper 
machinery. This junk it was at once recognised as the vessel 
of which the gunboat, on information received, was in search. 
When she was stopped, her owner was prepared with all the 
documents necessary to prove him a most respectable trader, 
only carrying guns for his own protection; but it happened 
that Lieut. St. John had on board the Chinaman who really 
owned the vessel, She had, it seems, been entrusted to the man 
now found in possession of her, who had never afterwards 
accounted for her to his owner, but had turned pirate instead. 
When confronted with the Chinese merchants on board the 
Opossum, he saw that his game had been “ played out,” and 
resigned himself to his fate with Asiatic fortitude. He made 
no further attempts to defend himself either by arguments or 
physical force, and together with forty companions wus con- 
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ducted by the Opussum to Quang-hei, and given over to the 
Mandarins, By them he was recognised as a man of great in- 
fluence on the west coast. He and his crew will be sent on to 
Canton, and there is no reason to doubt the fate that awaits 
them. The captives we spoke of above were released at 
Pak-shui before the village was burnt. 

Such exploits as these must have a tendency to diminish 
the prosperity of the piratical profession, though of course we 
must not expect that even many such will put an end to at- 
tempts on vessels leaving this harbour. While the pirate has 
so much in his favour, there is no reason to suppose that even 
if the trade be made more hazardous than it is now it would 
be abandoned. Piratical junks may come and go in this har. 
bour as they please, and no questions are asked them. While 
every harmless British or other European vessel is bound under 
heavygpenalties to explain herself at the harbour master's office 
within a short period after her arrival, native crafts are 
exempt from (the necessity, and are free of the port, as if 
they owned it. There is nothing to .prevent Chinese from 
establishing a piratical firm with chief offices in the Queen’s 
Road, and the vessels of partners lying off the praya, ready to 
set sail whenever the departure of a weakly armed merchant 
ship might make it worth their while to put to sea. Whether 
there are any such firms in existence we do not know, but we 
are assured on good authority that it is a common thing for 
the pirate junks to lie in this harbour, waiting for the departure 
of some vessel they had previously “spotted.” We are 
wasting the energies of our seamen in sending them up and 
down the coast after the buccaneers, if our own harbour regula- 
tions permit pirate junks to anchor almost within hail of the 
Admiral’s flagship. 

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

An unexpected but decisive success has within the last few 
days crowned the Imperial arms in the adjoining province. 
You have already been informed, in my previous letters, that 
the remnants of the Taiping hosts, which, after being chased 
in the early part of last summer out of the city of Chang-chow- 
Foo, near Amoy, had entrenched themselves in a strong position 
on the northern frontier of Kwang-tung, and which, being dis- 
lodged after months of effort from that position, wandered along 
the border-line of the adjacent provinces vainly seeking a road 
for escape, had at length suddenly doubled back and seized upon 
the city of Kia Ying-chow, not far from Swatow, where they 
managed to maintain a bold front for upwards of two months, 
under the leadership of the last survivor of the Taiping chiefs, 
known as the Kang Wang, or “Prince of Tranquillity.” 
The Imperial forces, numbering some fifty or sixty 
thousand “braves,” had proved absolutely incapable of 
mecting the rebels in the field, and a decree from 
Peking accordingly ordered the Viceroy of Tukien, Tso- 
Tsung-tang, in whose integrity and military skill great confi- 
dence is placed, to cross the frontier and take command of the 
Kwang-tung forces. His first action took place about the 7th 
inst., when a lucky bullet wounded the rebel leader, whose death 
ensued on the following day. His adherents, thrown into com- 
plete disorder by his loss, at once abandoned the city of Kia- 
Ying-chow, and endeavoured, to the number of some fifty 
thousand, to reach the mountains on the Fukien frontier. They 
were enveloped, however, by Tso Tsung-tang’s troops, and abso- 
lutely annihilated in a two days’ slaughter. The country people 
joined the troops in massacring the insurgents who had so long 
oppressed them, and upwards of twenty thousand corpses are 
said to havo been the result of this bloody fight. Very little 
resistance was made by the hopelessly disorganised rebels, and 
the villagers are said (like the Spanish peasantry during the Pe- 
ninsular War) to have actually seized and butchered batches of 
them, whose lives had already been spared by the braves, 
Upwards of twenty thousand prisoners still, however, remain 
in the hands of the Imperial leaders, including seven or eight 
hundred chiefs of different ranks, This brilliaut success, which 
effects the final extinction of the last vestige of the great re- 
bellion, was at once reported to Peking by couriers bearing the 
red flag which publishes the news of a signal victory. 

The above intelligence has just reached me, and I have no 
further details. It affords a singular illustration of {the often 
noted facility with which the Chinese administration rights 
itself, even when apparently on its beam ends and thoroughly 
hopeless, The condition of affairs in Kuang-tung has appeared 
serious enough of late to excite even apprehension for the 
safety of Canton itself; but a lucky blow has dispelled all 
danger, and tho mandarins are on their fect again. It 





is noteworthy that this final annihilation of the rebellion 
ihas been accomplished without European assistance of 
any kind. Tso Tsung-tang, the successful general, has 
steadfastly repelled the offers of assistance that have 
been tendered him by our French friends, having learnt a whole- 
some lesson from them, while Governor of Che-kiang, 
in which capacity he had to do with the notorious D’Aigue- 
belle. A strong effort was made by the latter only a months 
ago to induce his former employer to engage his services once 
more, but a steadfast refusal met him, it is said, and also his 
slly and Counsellor, M. Giquel, a Frenchman in the Customs 
service. The success which has now rewarded Tso Tsung- 
tang’s efforts will increase his influence at Peking, where already 
he reigns, in conjunction with Tseng Kwo-fan and Li Hun- 
chang, almost supreme, 

Nothing has been heard respecting the movements of Sir R, 
Alcock since his arrival in the North, and the consolidation of 
friendly relations has been so far proceeded with as to leave him 
no great question to deal with. An absurd rumour appears to 
have reached England with respect to the dismissal of Mr. Hart 
from the direction of the Foreign Customs. Nothing could be 
further from the truth; and the rumour probably arose only from 
a mendacious paragraph in the Daily Press of this place, a journal 
so noted for its manufactured news (under its late management, 
at least) as to be unworthy of the slightest credit. The Chinese 
Government have, it is believed, no intention of dispensing 
with Mr. Hart's services, although it is probable that on the 
conclusion of the indemnity payments (now close at hand) they 
will materially reduce the personnel of the Customs service. 
The expenses have become so enormously swollen as to attract 
attention, and the unnecessarily high salaries paid will, it is 
said, be sensibly reduced. Mr. Hart himself is reported to be 
in receipt of emoluments to the extent of some £20,000 
sterling per annum. His pay;is‘about one-fifth of that sum. There 
is no doubt, however, that whatever the cost of the foreign 
Customs service, the benefit it confers upon the Chinese Go- 
vernment far outweighs the question of expense, 

The official returns of the Canton Custom-house have just 
been published for the year 1865, and I extract a few figures 
to indicate the course of trade. The following table is instruo- 
tive :—

From the above tables it will be seen that the depression in 
the trade of Canton continued progressively from the date of 
the opening of the Yangtze and northern ports until the 


close of 1864, In 1865 an improvement is shown, and 
this corroborates the general opinion that Canton has touched 
its lowest point, and will now recover, in some measure, its 
former importance. As the inconveniences attending the 
riverine trade of the Yangtze become recogniscd, the facilities 
offered by Canton are likely to recall a considerable portion of 
its former business; besides which, the trade in Canton teas 
and silk is yearly extending itself. A token of returning 
prosperity is noticed in the commencement of several new 
buildings on the hitherto almost vacant Shameen site. 

The anticipations conveyed in my last respecting tho alarm 
displayed at Hankow have been realised, and the panic which 
prevailed there a month ago appears now to have been 
based on slight grounds. The marauding braves have done 
much injury, it appears, in the surrounding country, but it is 
doubtful whether Hankow itself was ever in serious danger. 

Another catastrophe, precisely similar in its nature and re= 
sults to that on board the British ship Pride of the Ganges, 
carrying emigrants to Demerara, has occurred on board the 
French coolie ship Hong Kong, from Canton for Cuba. On 
the second day out, the coolies rose and succeeded in gaining 
possession of the vessel. ‘The captain was dangerously 
wounded, and a portion of the crew escaped in one of the 
boats, in which they reached Macao on the 23rd inst. On the

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news being brought to Hong Kong by the French Consular

STRAITS OF MALACCA, 
SINGAPORE, 

Dates are to the 8th of March. The London mail of the 
26th January arrived out on March 4. 

The Governor, Colonel Cavenagh, returned from Penang on 
the 28th of February, and is again resident at Singapore. Sir 
Richard McCausland, for the last ten years Recorder of Sin- 
gapore and Malacca, would take his final departure by the 
next mail steamer, probably on the 22nd of March. He would 
be entertained at a public dinner on the 17th, to which overy 
resident in the place would sit down. It has been officially 
announced that Sir Benson Maxwell, who has held the ap- 
pointment of Recorder of Penang during the len years that Sir 
Richard McCausland has officiated at Singapore, will succeed the 
latter as Recorder of Singapore and Malacca. 

Captain J. O. Mayne, R.E., Superintending Engineer, gave 
over, and Mr. J. Bennet, Executive Engineer, 3rd Grade, re- 
ceived charge of the Singapore division on the 1st March ; aud 
Mr. A. Bremner, Sub Engineer, 2ud Grade, succeeded the latter 
in charge of the Penang division and office of Superintendent 
of Convicts on the 20th February. One of the principal topics 
here of late (observes the Straits Times) bas been the preva- 
lence of piracy in the neighbourhood, and this not only in the 
China sea, but in the creeks and coast lines of the Malay 
Peninsula not a day's sail from Penang. Of course these Malay 
piracies neither equal in extent nor atrocity those perpetrated 
by the pirate junks of the China sca, but they are notwith- 
standing a serious check upon a large portion of the native 
trade, especially of Penang. The Penang merchants call upon 
Government to station a gunboat there to act as a deterrent, 
but Government unfortunately are not in a position to do so, 
and even if they were, it is not quite certain that the desired 
result would be attained. We are afraid that the recommen- 
dation given to the larger craft trading in China waters must 
be repeated to the native prahus and pukats in the Straits, and 
that if they wish immunity from attack, they must go better 
armed on their commercial excursions. 

A large fire broke out on Sunday morning, March 4, in 
Battery Road, in the godowns occupied by Messrs. Macdonald 
and Co, and Messrs, Barsoe and Ottzen, An alarm was 
quickly given, and the police fire engine soon made its appear- 
ance on the scene of action. Much delay was at first caused 
by the necessity of breaking open some of the doors before the 
fire could be reached, and when that was done the supply of 
water was very small, owing to it being low tide ; however, one 
engine was soon placed in the bed of the river to pump the 
water into another, and soon a large stream of water began to 
Pour on the flames. A party of sailors from H.M,S. Coquette 
arrived to render assistance, and were of great use in helping 
to remove property from the vicinity of the fire. A number of 
artillerymen and sepoys were also present. By 2.30 a.m. the 
fire had completely burnt the back godown of Messrs. Barsoe 
and Ottzen, and was raging with little hope of abatement in 
that of Messrs. MacDonald and Co., and fears were entertained 
that the fire would spread. Fortunately, however, there was 
little wind, and the party walls of the godowns being tolerably 
thick, a sufficient barrier was opposed to the further progress 
of the fire, so that about 5 a.m. it was completely subdued, 
About $70,000 worth of property was destroyed in all. 

The following narrative may account to the disappointed for 
the non-arrival of letters in England :—Shortly after the de- 
parture of the mail for {Europe yesterday afternoon, Feb. 23, 
gentleman in the employ of a mercantile firm found on the 
floor of a room underneath the office, part of a draft which had 
been enclosed in aletter for Europe. On searching the room 
he discovered a number of letters which he supposed to have 
been posted, all having the portion of the cover to which the 
stamps had been affixed torn away. An inspector of police was 
sent for, and on inquiry it was found that the head peon to whom 
the letters were entrusted for posting had goue to his house 
on excuse of sickness, The inspector followed, and found the 
ma sitting in a room with several other Klings. He was 
hig ly indignant at being suspected, but on removing his bat 


— 
he endeavoured to take out the contents, and his hands being 
seized the torn envelopes with the stamps still on them were 
found in his possession, whilst the cloth lined envelopes which 
he had been unable to [tear were still entire, the contents having 
been thrown away. In a desk in the room were found some 
stamps on which the name of another firm was stamped in 
blue ink, and from the appearance of them they seemed to 
have been washed for the purpose of obliterating the name. 
The firm have reason to. suspect that it is not the 
first time their letters have been destroyed. The case 
is a very bad one, and the man will unquestionably 
be severely punished. It will be important to discover where 
the man has disposed of the stamps, if he has stolen them 
before this instance, as he would, in all probability, sell them 
in Singapore, and the purchaser must have suspected that they 
were not honestly obtained, as their appearance must be in- 
jured in tearing them from the covers. In Singapore it is the 
custom to trust native persons to receive and post letters, but 
in Batavia it is a rule with some, and, we believe, most of 
the mercantile firms, to entrust this only to European clerks, 
and this being the second case of the kind that has been de- 
tected, some precaution of this kind will probably have to be 
adopted. 

The very handsome and commodious rooms recently secured 
for the Singapore Club, were formally opened on the 27th of 
February, by a tiffin, at which the majority of the members 
were present, 

The Straits Times has private advice to the effect that 
Singapore [will soon be visited by a Commission of Inquiry 
from Ceylon, to gather information as to the state of the jail 
and prisons, The Home Colonial Secretary, it appears, 
grumbles at the easy labour of the prisoners of Colombo, and 
is determined to increase its severity. For this purpose he 
has formed a Committee of the Chief Justice, the Queen’s Ad- 
Yocate, the Acting Auditor General, and the principal. Civil 
Medical Officer of Ceylon, who, after having completed the tour 
of that island, are to visit Singapore, Malacca, and Penang. 

The Government are in treaty to purchase the Sarawak 
steamer Rainbow, to supply the place of the Pluto, and she is to 
be taken over after her next trip. On the 23rd February the 
Rainbow got steam up and cruised about the harbour with a 
party of visitors and officials on board, to test her performance. 

The wreck of the French schooner Charlie et Julie was sold 
on the 3rd March for $60. She is lying in about six fathoms 
of water, but the purchasers no doubt will use a diving ap- 
paratus, and if they succeed in stripping her of the copper 
sheathing they will have made a good bargain, for the vessel is 
a perfectly new one, being built only about eight months ago. 

The clipper barquesBelle of ; Southesk, 548 tons register, 
Capt. James Mackenzie, which arrived from London on the 2nd 
March, has proved herself a very fast sailer, says the Straits 
‘Times, having beaten the;Liverpool and Clyde,ships which started 
before her. She left the East India Docks on the 12th Novem- 
ber, and had a favourable run as far as Scilly, where she en- 
countered those destructive westerly gales which swept over 
the British Isles towards the latter end of November, and 
which retarded her progress until the 30th of that month. 
She crossed the Equator December 15, passed the meridian of 
the Cape of Good Hope January 13, and entered the Straits of 
Sunda February 13th. This fine vessel proceeds at ouce to 
China to compete for the first teas of the season; and as her 
principal owners are connected with Singapore, we wish her 
every success,

CHINA EXPORTS.

CHINA. 

A retzaRam dated Shanghai, 9th March, tells us that “the 
“ Imperial troops have gained a great victory over the rebels in 
“the North. 50,000 of the latter are said to have been 
“ slaughtered or captured.” We know pretty well by this time 
what a Chinese victory is, and what is the real value of the im- 
posing array of figures that is always presented to us in con- 
junction with one. When authentic news reaches us regarding 
this important action, we shall not be surprised to find that 
less than 50,000 troops were engaged on either side ; and that 
thia number included not only the killed and captured, but 
all those who ran away besides. Still, the tenor of this tele- 
gram, combined with ‘a previous one’similar in effect, and with 
intelligence that the last remnant of the Tarrmas has been 
routed and dispersed in Kwantung, is sufficiert to justify us in 
believing the star of the Imperrazists to be still in the 
ascendant, All danger of an attack on Hankow is, we presume, 
at an end, and for the present we trust the Nrenrer panic will 
cease to be the leading feature in our China news. An entire 
cessation of such alarms is of course too much to hope for. 
What has become of the dismembered bands of Tarprnes in 
Kwantung is not clearly indicated, and they may yet prove 
troublesome. There appears little danger now of their being 
able to effect a junction with the Nrenrzr, or to co-operate in 
any way with the Northern rebellion. But should any portion 
of them make a descent on some small town on the coast. end 
conyert it into a centre for piratical operations they will prove 
a dangerous addition to the swarms of these pests that 
already prey upon the coasting trade. The aptitude possessed 
by Chincse of almost all classes for resorting to piracy is 
astonishing ; discontented soldiers, discomfited rebels, and 
starving fishermen equally looking on it as a perfectly legiti- 
mate resource when their ordinary avocations fail. 

As we go to press we are presented with another telegram 
from China, dated Hong Kong, 27th of February. This informs 
us that “Kan Wano, leader of the NrgNret, was shot on the 
walls of Krayinchow.” It is a great pity that these messages 
are not forwarded by persons properly conversant with the 
subjects they have to deal with. Of course, the personage 
alluded to had nothing whatever to do with the Nrenrer, but 
was the soi-disant K’axa Wana, who headed the remnant of 
Taipings above alluded to; and the city with the mysteriously 
spelt name is meant for Kia-ying-chow. We now see that the 
telegram which reached us a fortnight ago announcing that “the 
leader of the Nienrer had been shot” conveyed an entirely 
wrong meaning, and should have been the first intimation of 
the death of the Tarrive chief. 
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JAPANESE SILKWORMS’ EGGS IN FRANCE. 

Tr was only the other day that the arrival of Japanese seed in 
France was looked forward to with feverish anxiety, and the 
fear that the premature warmth of the weather might cause the 
worms to appear before they could be provided for was really 
intense. When the Tycoon’s present to the Emperor of ten 
thousand cards of eggs arrived, an experienced person was 
‘Fent to examine the precious packages and see that no mischicf 
had occurred, and M. Leon de Rosny, as we mentioned at the 
time, was commissioned to go and read off the Japanese marks 











on the cards. The eggs were then worth twenty francs a card, 
that is to say, sixteen shillings an ounce, the breeders wero 
clamourous, as was said, for the eggs, and, therefore, ten thou- 
sand cards, or ounces, were a matter of very serious moment. 
The eggs were found not only to be unhatched, but in excellent 
preservation ; the Japanese inscriptions were duly translated and 
recorded by the learned professor, and so far all being satisfac- 
tory, the market was open and eager buyers expected, when 
suddenly the price went down from twenty francs, not to fifteen, 
or ten, or five, but to one franc per card, and at the present 
moment buyers are not to be found even at that very low figure, 
a price at which French eggs are commonly sold even in the 
most prosperous times. The dismay araongst importers is 
great, as may be supposed ; large importations have been made 
by many persons, some acting in a pure spirit of philanthropy, 
others in the ordinary spirit of commerce, to supply a demand 
that no one dreamed would be so soon Satisfied ; and now the 
stock on hand which ought to be at the present moment in the 
hands of the breeders is suddenly diminished in value to @ rate 
that will scarcely pay for the freight. The market has been most 
completely glutted, and it is said, and that upon the very best 
authority, that the case is the same in Italy as in France. It 
is a commercial accident, which, perhaps, was not to be pre- 
vented, and one which is not unlikely to turn out serious for 
the future should a scarcity again occur and the breeders be 
again dependent on the importers. This extraordinary and 
sudden change in the state of affairs has not arisen from the cessa- 
tion of the disease amongst the worms in France, for we have it 
direct from one of the men best informed upon the subject, and 
who was inclined to the belief in an amelioration, that although 
there was a decided improvement in some districts last season, 
the contrary was unfortunately the case in others; and as the 
breeding season has not yet commenced, except in the most 
southern parts of the country, no change can have taken place 
this year, There remains the very serious question whether the 
growers of the mulberry trees and the breeders of the worms in 
France may not have been so disheartened that many of them 
have given up the hope of profitable employment, and have 
turned their attention to other matters, We can scarcely regard 
this as likely to have taken place to any great extent, but the 
supposition is quite within the range of possibility. When the 
Emperor found himself in possession of ten thousand or more 
cards of seed under such circumstances, a very serious difficulty 
arose ; the sale or the giving away of such a mass of eggs 
would be equally ruinous to other holders, who would find their 
stock absolutely worthless. A consultation was therefore held 
upon the subject, and it was wisely determined that the eggs 
in the hands of the Government should not be sold, but should 
be distributed through the prefects to such persons as wanted 
them for purely experimental and scientific and not for a com- 
mercial purpose, or to such small breeders as were positively 
too poor to purchase eggs at apy price. The occurrence fur- 
nishes one of the most curious instances of the effect of a de- 
ranged industry, anda commercial leap in the dark, that we re- 
member over to have met with, and the whole to the causes which 
have led to such a result will probably never be brought to 
light. The French Government has appointed M. Guerin 
Meneville, the celebrated entomologist aud introducer of the 
Ailanthus and other worms into France, to visit the silk districts 
and report on the condition of the worms and upon the indus- 
try in general, and it is to be hoped that his scientific koow- 
ledgo and practical experience may throw some light upon tho 
disastrous but mysterious disease which has given rigo to so 
much distress and so many difficulties. 





EUROPEAN TRAFFIC IN EGYPT. 


M. Leon Canon, of Cairo, has published an account of the 
movement of Europeans towards and across Egypt, from which 
we extract the following as likcly to interest our readers, 
leaving to M. Cahun the responsibility as regards the accuracy 
of the information. During the past year 4,283 vessels entered 
the ports of Alexandria, or twenty-six more than the total of 
the preceding year. ‘The English movement is represented at 
Alexandria by 637 vessels, which carried 3,677 persons to 
Egypt, and 4,842 for transit across that country. Of these 637 
vessels, however, only 462 were under the British flag. M. 
Cahun expresses his astonishment at the small difference 
between the number of English going to Egypt as compared 
with those on their way to India, China and Australia, and he 
says :—“1,165 passengers more for Egypt, and that country 
alone would receive as many English as the whole of the extremo 
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East.” 
and Australia, do not go by the overland route, and thus the 
comparison becomes practically worthless. France is repre- 
sented by 248 vessels, which carried, we are told, “9,354 
persons to Egypt, and 2,543 military in transit.” It would ; 
appear by this that no Frenchmen except soldiers crossed 
Egypt for the Far East, which certainly is not the fact ; however, 
the number was probably but small, and we may assume that 
the number of immigrants into Egypt from France was more 
than double the number from England. The immigration from

Cabun’s account ; he says nothing of the numbers quitting 
Egypt in each case; it is probable that the completion of the 
account would not much alter the relative numbers, but it 
might make a considerable change in the totals, As regards 
the relative increase and decrease of the navigation of various 
countries, we aro told by M. Cabun, with relation to Alexandria, 
that the vessels under the Egyptian flag fell off to the extent of 
72 ships as compared with 1864, that those under the Ottoman 
flag were less by 104, and those under the French by 14 ships ; 
while, on the other hand, the English showed an increase of 
139, and the Greek of 108. The totals for England were 932 
in 1865, against 793 in 1864 ; these totals, unlike those given 
above, include all vessels, whether employed in the coasting 
trade or otherwise. As regards commerce, M. Cahun says :— 
“The tonnage of 1865 was 1,350, 876, and the total number 
of passengers 73,990, while the tonnage of 1864 was only 
1,334,837, and the number of passengers 56,612. Steam na- 
vigation increased also from 966 to 1,145 vessels.” M. Cahun 
draws the following inference from the facts and figures 
given :—‘‘If one compares this vast and active circulation of 
merchandise, of travellers and of men of business with the small 
movement of soldiers, if one notes the fact of the entrance of 
only 25 steam and 2 sailing ships of war into the ports of 
Alexandria during the year 1865, it will be seen that progress 
is not a word without meaning, and that the maritime com- 
panies form too many knots between Europe, Egypt and the 
East for any sword to sever.” Perhaps the logic of the conclu- 
sion is not quite complete, but let us hope at any rate that the 
inference is a correct one. 





THE MORTALITY OF TROOPS IN HONG KONG. 

In the House of Commons on the 10th inst. ‘Colonel Norta 
nominated the members of the Select Committee on this 
subject, moved for by him before the Easter recess. The Com- 
mitteewill consist of seventeen members, namely, Colonel Norra, 
the Marquis of Harrixctoy, Lord Horzam, Mr. Baxter, Mr. 
Appertey, Lord F, Cavenpisa, Mr. Roesuck, Colonel P. 
Hersert, Mr. Datcuisa, Lord H. Percy, Mr. Cattnorrg, Major

According to the Paris Patrie of the 10th inst, a de- 
spatch from Yokohama, dated March 5, announces that the 
Japanese Government have conceded the principle of a revision 
of the treaties made with European Powers. Several clauses 
of an advantageous nature for foreign commerce will, by com- 
mon consent, be introduced into the treaties.

the Culture Bill. Neither document is yet obtainable by 
the public. Much sensation was caused by the protest 
of the Sourabaya Chamber of Trade and Industry against the 
Culture Bill. The last mail brought the Address of this 
Chamber directed to the King, begging his Majesty to take 
the Bill into further consideration, urging that the sugar indus- 
try of Java would be ruined by its enactment. 

Religious doctrine commences again, alas! to mix itself 
with our politics. The Orthodox Protestants and the Roman 
Catholics are making common cause. They desire—no, they 
are determined, that our law about lower class instruction 
shall be altered in a Biblical sense. ‘Should these laws re- 
main unaltered (they state), our Christian population will 
soon be a horde of unbelievers.” They desire that the com- 
maunal schools shall be abolished, that no free instruction 
shall be given, and that every sect shall maintain its school, 
with the Bible as the standard book. This question threatens 
to disturb the peace of our country fora long period. The 
anti-progress party already do all they can to reinforce their 
ranks in Parliament, and it is certain that Mr. Groen is again 
to be their leader. He will be a candidate at the next clec- 
tion for Gouda. Mr. Jonckbloet, M.P., published some days 
ago a very important work about this question. His Scioolwet 
Agitatie (agitation about the laws of instruction) is a warning 
for the Liberals as well as for the Tories to be on the qui vive, 

On the evening of the 29th of March Mr. Floris Adriaan van 
Hall died at the Hague. Before, and since 1848, he has been 
three times minister. Ho was a statesman of great capacities, 
and was most daring in his political and financial administra- 
tion. He was the man who saved our country from bank- 
ruptey by his voluntary (7) loan of 147,000,000, but he was 
deficient in firm principles and convictions. He always stood 
alone, was the man of the moment, and adopted such politics as 
were fit for the moment. He created no school, and died at the 
advanced age of 76 years, without having any influence upon our 
present political condition. 

Within a few days a commission will ‘start for England to 
make arrangements with the British Government about the 
administration of our possessions on the West Coast of Africa. 
Messrs. C. J. M. Nagtglas, and H. A. Elias, both ex-governors 
of Dutch Guinea, will join this commission. 

The measure adopted by the English Government, forbidding 
the importation of cattle for the English markets, has great in- 
fluence on that branch of trade. The prices now paid here for 
all sorts of cattle have decreased 25 per cent. The cattle plague 
spreads more and more andevery week, the cordon sanitaire is 
enlarged. 

Louis Meyer, our eminent painter, well known to English 
amateurs, has died at Utrecht, at the age of 56. 

The English mania for strikes aud holding meetings to com- 
pel masters to increase wages has made its appearance here. 
In several branches of industry the masters have been obliged 
to grant the wishes of the workmen. 

Prince Fredrick, Grand Master of our Freemasons, will cele- 
brate his 50th jubilee within a few weeks. On that occasion 
he will resign, so that another person must be nominated for 
that important office. A monster banquet will be offered in the 
Crystal Palace at Amsterdam to the Prince and toall Free- 
masons of every nation on that occasion.

RUSSIA, GERMANY, &c. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Aaxnura, April 7. 
According to official returns received at St. Petersburg the 
total value of the goods brought to the annual fair at Jakutzk 
amounted to $41,999 roubles, of which 593,900 were sold. 
The principal article was fur, of which there was on show to 
the value of 221,253 roubles, and the whole was sold at good 
prices. Then came cotton piece goods of the value of 180,837 
roubles, and for 109,290 roubles sold, Chinese produce (value 
114.376 roubles brought, and f r 63,569 roubles sold), woollen 
cloth (46,086 ronbies brought, and for 25,077 roubies sold), 











corn (26,637 roubles brought and all sold), silk manufactures 
(21,681 roubles brought, and for 15,933 roubles sold), the 
remainder consisting of various articles of minor importance, 
together with a considerable quantity of horses and cattle, 
The singular misproportion in the quantity of some articles 
brought to the fair produced a curious misproportion in the 
prices obtained, for whilst sold at 1 rouble 10 copecs to 1 rouble 
20 copecs per Ib.,and sugar at 15 to 16 roubles per pood, the flour 
nown as kruptschatke fetched no less than 30 to 33 roubles per 
pood. Of other sorts of flour first quality was altogether wanting, 
and seconds sold at 20 to 25 roubles per kool of 4 poods. The 
small stock on show was soon bought up by the local dealers, 
whilst tho poorer classes, who are dependent for their supplics 
of rye on the Government stores, have to pay for it 1 rouble 
per pood. 

The difficulties to which the Russian missionaries are ex- 
posed in their endeavours to Christianise the Buriates are set 
forth in the report published by the Traus-Baikal missionary, 
Simeon Stukowas, of his experiences last year. Tho Buriates, he 
says, cutertain a wonderful antipathy to changing their religion, 
the women especially, so that it is almost hopeless to attempt 
to convert them. 

Siberian newspapers give the following account of the state 
of the fur trade in that province :—“ About the beginning of 
November the traders proceed up the Angura, and every one 
tries to bo the first, as they then have a better chance of 
making good bargains, As the fur traders had received in- 
formation that at the last year’s Leipzig fair squirrel skins 
were in great demand and fetched good prices, there was this 
season a keen competition for that description. But they wero 
grievously disappointed, for the chase had been nearly a failure, 
so that hunters accustomed to bag 1,500 or 2,000 had not 
killed more than 150 or 200. This bad success was ascribed 
by some to a disease among the squirrels, whilst others main- 
tained that they bad retired to those recessesof theSiberian forests 
inaccessible tothe hunters. The latter appears the most probable, 
because in some districts through which these little emigrants 
had to pass, considerable numbers were killed. Owing to their 
comparative scarcity the skins fetched tho high price of 
11 copecs cach. Fox skins were abundant, and sold at 3 
roubles cach. Sables were scarce. It is difficult to procure 
those of the best quality, aud but few of inferior. Marder 
skins realised 1 rouble each, ermine 25 copecs, and hare skins 5 
copecs. Lasi year the stock of squirrel skins at Jonisseisk was 
more than a million and a half, but this year there is not a 
quarter of that number, and the wholesale traders bought them 
up of the hunters at 12 copecs cach. The difficulty of obtain- 
ing them is so great that wnany have given up the business, 

The first valuable present received this year by the Zoologi- 
cal Society of Hamburg is a young royal tiger, that arrived here 
last week by the steamer Allemania from New York. This 
beautiful animal comes from China, and is a present from Herr 
Pascdag, the Hamburg Consul at Amoy, who shipped it by a 
vessel to New York in the absence of a direct conveyance. A 
Chinese stag, also a present from the same gentleman, is an- 
nounced to be on the road, aud may be expected to arrive by 
one of the next steamers. 

The Hanoverian brig Fertha, Captain Jacobson, after an 
absence in the Chinese waters of five years, arrived safely on 
the 27th ult. at Bremerhaven with a mixed cargo from Hong 
Kong. 

By Royal patent, dated Berlin, March 30, 1866, Herr Con- 
rad Gartner has been appointed Prussian Vice-Consul at Hako- 
dadi, Mr. Eugene Butzow, Russian Consul at the same port, 
is promoted to the rank of Collegial Councillor.

Missionantzs IN Cutna.—The Pall Sfall Gazette has the following 
on this subject :—“ Be courteous,” says St. Paul; but those who are 
fondest of quoting the maxim do not always remember to obey it. The 
Rev. J. R. Wolfe, Missionary at Foochow, tells us in the last Record 
about his tour in the province of Fohkien. He bas to sleep at a village 
where the inns are intolerable to a Western barbarian. After trying “ the 
best hotel in the place,” he and his friend walk out to a Buddhist temple 
which they had noticed as they came along. It is late at night; and the 
bonze is startled, as well he may be, at the sudden appearance of two 
“foreign ghost.” However, after a little parleying, he receives them hos- 
pitably ;” and they spread their beds in the large room, “taking care” 
(says Mr. Wolfe) * to turn our backs on the huge image which was placed 
upon the altar, lest the priest and others present should imagine that we 
reverenced their idol.” By-and-by Mr. Wolfe begins to lecture the on- 
lookers, Let us hope they could not understand him; else he might have 
been fairly met by the retort, « Either keep clear of our temples, or behave 
in them as you would expect us to bebavein an English church.” Now fancy 
a Chinaman walking into Westminster Abbey to avoid a shower of rain, and 
insisting on keeping on his hat, or on sitting down with his back to the Com- 
munion Table and taking a quiet pull at his opium pipe, or else edifying the 
vergers with a discourse on the weak points of Christianity. Should we 
be satisfied with bis explanation that he did it all on purpose, lest we 
should think he reverenced the Christian God? But the Chinaman, if 
he knew his Confucius, could not be guilty of such conduct. Buddhists, 
too, Mr. Wolfe ought to know, are not idolators, and no one has ever sus- 
pected them of Satan-worship, save certain Jesuit fathers, who explained 
the many points of agreement between Buddhism and Christianity by 
calling the former system a devilish counterfeit of the truth. But, idola- 
tors or not, the missionary should have respected their feelings when he 
sought their hospitality, and should have remembered, moreover, that he 
had the English good name in his keeping, and that it would be sure to 
suffer by a breach of propriety. ‘Trade too often makes Englishmen 
coarsely regardless of the ways of Orientals; it is a thousand pities that 
religion should ever have a similar effect. 

Tue Manta axp ALEXanpaIA TeLecraPH.—The Malta Times 
of the 29th ult. publishes a correspondence which has lately passed between 
the President of the Malta Chamber of Commerce, Sir Victor Houlton, 
Chief Secretary to the Malta Government, Mr. G. Gibson, Government 
andjGeneral Superintendent of the Malta and Alexandria Telegraph, and 
the managing director of the lessees of the line, on the subject of the fre- 
quent interruptions in communications which have taken place on the 
Malta and Alexandria Telegraph Cable. The managing director states 
that the snbject has already received the serious attention of himself and 
his co-director, and encloses a preliminary prospectus of a new company, 
which will take over the present line, and lay a new cable between Malta 
and Alexandria. Upon this correspordence the Malta Times makes the 
following observations :— The proposal is to lay an entirely new cable 
from Benghazi to Alexandria in deep water, as this is the part which has 
hitherto given all the trouble, and afterwards to carry @ line from Malta 
or Sicily to Benghazi, which will thus duplicate the whole route. We 
bave carefully inquired into the causes of interruptions on this line, and 
we find that they have all arisen from the small or main cable, which was 
originally designed and made for depths of from 1,00) to 1,500 fathoms’ 
water—between Falmouth and Gibraltar—having, by the exigencies of tne 
service, been laid in very shallow water along the rough coast of Barbary, 
and all tbe faults have been occasioned by the rocky bottom gradually 
chafing and sawing through the cable, where the water was so shallow as 
to have the power to move it, generally in about 20 fathoms’ depth. . In 
no case has any change been found in the condition of the cable other- 
wise than that caused by the mechanical action to which we bave alluded, 
and we are assured by those who understand these matters that had the 
cable been laid in the deep water for which it was designed it would never 
have given any trouble, so that we look forward now with confidence to 
the completion of the deep sea section from Benghazi to Alexandria.” 

Metric Weicuts axb Measunes.—Sir Jobn Bowring called the at- 
tention of the magistrates of Devon, at the quarter sessions just held at 
Exeter, to the desirableness of conveying to the public, through the local 
committees of weights and measures, the needful information upon the 
metric decimal system as legalised by the late Parliament. Earl Fortescue 
seconded the motion ; and a metric standard was decided to be purchased, 
and the committee instructed to take the needful steps for making the 


system known. We hope the same steps will be taken by the magistrates 
of other counties. 


Ir is stated from Paris that the French Government has ordered the 
screw corvette Min-rve, now fitting out at Brest, to proceed to Hong 
Kong to join the English and French forces now there in an energetic 
effort to suppress piracy in the Chinese waters. 

A RBALL-CASTING machine has been constructed at Berlin by M. Leon- 
hard for the Tycoon. It is capable of manufacturing 12,000 rifle balls 
a day.

The report of the Chartered Bank of India, Australia, and 
China, to be presented on the 18th inst., recommends a dividend 





at the rate of 5 percent. per annum, which will leave £2,438 





to be carried forward. Tho sum of £85,000 has been ret aside 
from the reserve to provide for the losses incurred from the Indian 
failures during the crisis of last autumn. A meeting of the 
creditors of Messrs. Puget, Bainbridges, and Co., the private 
bankers, of St. Paul’s-churchyard, who recently failed, is con- 
yened for the 10th inst. 

The mecting of the Credit Foncicr of Mauritius took place 
on the 28th ult. The accounts for the past year exhibit a 
uet profit of £10,777, and a dividend was declared for that 
period of 74 per cent., of which 24 per cent. has already been 
paid. The balance to be carried forward is £484. 

It is understood that tho directors of the Oriental Bank, at 
the meeting to be held on the ] 9th inst., intend to propose & 
dividend at the rate of 10 per cent. per annum for the last six 
months of 1865. 

After one year from this date the annual cost of the public 
debt will be lightened by more than half a million sterling. 
This is in consequence of the approaching termination of the 
annuity of £585,740 contracted in 1823 to be paid to the 
Bank of England for forty-four years, the last half-yearly portion 
of which will fall due in April, 1867. ‘The expiring of this 
annuity, commonly know as the “ Dead Weight,” observes the 
Times, will not in any way affect the accounts of the Bank, the 
requisite reserve having always been mado to reinstate the 
principal amount. 

Sales of five-franc pieces have taken place for shipment via 
Marscilles, in the absence of bars, which are very scarce at the 
moment, both here aud abroad. Mexican dollars are also 
eagerly taken for China, and the market here being quitebare of | 
them, purchases have been made on the Continent at very ad- 
vanced rates, 

The Mexican dollars by the West India steamer have been 
sold, for China, at 603d. per oz, being an advance of dd. from. 
the last price. The small quantity of bar silver by the same 
opportunity has fetched 614d., also showing a rise of gd, 
since the last arrival. There is at present a steady demand 
for silver for shipment to the East, and both here and abroad 
supplies are very limited. 

The biddings for £350,000 in bills on India took place on the 
4th inst. at the Bank of England. The proportions aliotted were 
—to Calcutta, £200,000 ; to Madras, £50,000 ; and to Bombay, 
£100,000. ‘Tbe minimum price was as before, 1s. 11}d. on 
Calcutta and Madras, and 1s. 113d. on Bombay. Tenders on 
Calcutta and Madras at 2s, will receive about 4 per cent., and on 
Bombay at 2s. 0}d. about 20 per cent; all above in full. These 
terms show an increase in the demand for means of remittance 
to the East. 

It is curious to observe how American cotton is regaining its 
old ground in the British market. In the two months ending 
Feb. 28, this year, the United States sent us 570,735 cwt. of 
raw cotton, out of # total import of 1,154,122 cwt., leaving a 
balance of 583,387 ewt. supplied from other sources. In the 
corresponding two months of 1865 the United States sent 
5,719 cwt. out of a total import of 311,601 ewt., leaving a 
balance of 805,882 ewt. supplied from other sources, The 
receipts from the Bahamas and Bermuda declined from 69,094 
ewt. in the first two months of 1865 to 2,561 cwt. in the first 
two months of 1866; those from Mexico from 49,645 cwt. to 
1,391 owt.; those from Turkey from 23,345 wt. to 13,616 
ewt.; those from Egypt from 322,663 ewt. to 148,268 cwt. ; 
those from China from 45,652 ewt. to nil; and those from 
miscellaneous countries from 39,398 cwt. to 17,926 cwt. On 
the other hand, the receipts from Brazil increased from 69,981 
ewt, in the first two months of 1865 to 93,728 ewt. in the first 
two months of 1866; and those from British India from 
186,104 ewt, to 305,907 cwt.

The last few days, however, there has been more disposition 
shown to purchase, the telegrams from China, stating the tea season as 
over, having imparted more confidence, whilst prices, looking at the pro- 
bable supplies for the season, are now ruling at a moderate rate. Broken- 
leaf and dusty kinds of Congou have sold to some extent at the decline 
last quoted, Fair to good common remain quoted at 1s, Osd. to Is. Ij. 
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with a moderate business, In fair favoury kinds the day or two there 
has been more doing at from Js. 14d. to 1s. 8d. Fine to finest show 
no alteration. Common to fair black leaf kinds, from Is, to 1s. 2d, 
have been saleable, and during the last few days several Chops bave 
changed hands at rather better pric Medium to good have been 
sold at about former prices. In fine to finest business continues 
very limited. In Oolongs there is no new feature to notice. In 
Souchongs there bas been a fair amount of business at about previous 
prices. Flowery Pekoes remain as before. In Canton Scented Teas 
there has been a good business done, chiefly in common to fair Capers 
from 1s. 1d. to 1s. 4d. per Ib., and in Orange Pekoes from Is. 5d. 
to ls. 7d., the better kinds being difficult of sale at the quotations. Foo- 
Chow kinds of Caper remain difficult to move. In Orange Pekoes sales 
have been made from 1s. 6d. to Is. 9d. for fair to good kinds. Unco- 
loured Japans remain as before. There have been no fresh arrivals, 
Green Teas continue firmly supported, importers selling slowly at the last 
quotations rather than reduce the prices, as the supplies for the season are 
likely to be moderate. Canton-made kinds show no material change, 
transactions being small. Japan uncoloured leaf has been in great 
demand, and the entire cargo of the Simon Hobley has changed hands at 
1s, 5d. to Is. 8d. per Ib., being at an average of 1}d. per Ib. above the 
Eleanor's cargo. ‘There are still large orders in the market, but at imprac- 
ticable limits. whilst the stock available is reduced to a few hundred fack- 
ages. The Chanticleer has arrived from Nagasaki with a cargo of coloured 
sorts, and the kinds suitable for shipping are realising a quick sale at satis- 
factory prices. 

‘Smx.—Another month has passed without bringing the expected 
renewal of trade. Good and fine Silk very fairly maintains its ground, 
and manufacturers have to pay within Js. of quotations to obtain it, while 
8d. or 6d. occasionally separates buyer and seller. There is less firmness 
shown with regard to inferior Silk, and during the past month some 



































arrivals of low Chinas have been placed on the market, finding buyers 
only at 2s. Gd. to 9s. under the highest quotations of the year. A large 
parcel of Japans, mixed Mybash, arrived during March, was also pressed 





‘on the market and changed hands speculatively at a decided fall, but without 
affecting the general course of Silk quotations. Canton Silk, of which 
the stock is really large, has in some few instances lately gone into con- 
sumption at 20s. to 22s. 6d. for Loong Kong, Nos. | to 8, a fall of Is. 6d. 
on the finer torts; but here again no disposition is shown by holders to 
force their Silk. Much of the firmness on the part of importers is to be 
attributed to the doubts as toeven a moderately good crop of European 
Silk, in spite of the great efforts made by an enormous importation of 
seed from Japan to restore the failing staple. Experiments lately and 
generally made in France and Italy of some of this seed do. not promise 
well, and indeed the results in some instances are said to be bad, and as 
the course of prices for the coming season will after all be ruled by the 
yield in Europe, whether it be large or small, holders of Silk at the pre- 
sent time evidently prefer the chance of the market to realising at a period 
of inactivity, at a fall of some shillings from quotations. The deliveries 
in March were very small ; 2,369 bales Chinas, 710 Japans, and 53] 
Bengals, total, 3,610, against 3,959 in February, and 6,193 in January, 
‘The stock on Ist inst. was 13,206 China, 4,484 Canton, 3,056 Japan, and 
4,399 Bengal, total 25,145 bales, against a total of 17,817 on the same 
day last year.

The Maria Agnes, Westenenk, from Batavia for Amsterdam with a 
general cargo, foundered March 20th ; her crew and passengers were 
picked up in the chops of the Channel by the Water Sprite.

The Beautiful Star, Lees, from Sunderland for Hong Kong, lost 
mizenmast and split sails during the gale on the night of the 23rd March, 
and drove from Dungeness into the North Sea.
